Marlowe's "Faustus," Heywood's "Woman Killed with Kindness," Ben Jonson's 
"Every Man in His Humour," and Beaumont and Fletcher's "Maid's Tragedy," form the 
first four of the series. They will be followed by specimen plays of other Elizabethan and 
Jacobean dramatists, while later the dramas of the Restoration period and the comedies of 
the eighteenth century will be similarly treated. 

The old texts have been adhered to, and the plays, without 
exception, are put forth in an unexpurgated form. Where necessary to 
clear up obscure allusions, notes have been supplied, while the Editor's 
aim in the introduction, which prefaces each volume, has been to give 
a succinct account of the play and its author, relating the former to the 
literature of the time, and showing how the latter stands in comparison 
with his contemporaries. 

The format of the series will be worthy of the subject. The 
type will be large and clear, the paper of fine quality, and the cloth 
binding artistic.
